NEVER LACKED FOR SOLDIERS 


How 
Japanese 
Forethought 
Supple­ 
mented Military Skill In the Great 
Struggle With Russia. 


Brig. Gen. Robert K. Evans, says 
the Army and Navy Journal, told of 
meeting, just after the Russo-Japa­ 
nese war, a friend who had been a 
military attache with Oyama’s army 
in the Manchurian campaign, and ask­ 
ed him what had been the most strik­ 
ing and 
noteworthy 
incident 
that 
came to his notice during the war. 
His reply was: “Without doubt it was 
this: 
In the battle of Mukden I no­ 
ticed a large body of troops on the 
field whose presence I could not ac­ 
count for from any information in my 
possession. 
I rode over and inquired 
w ho they were. I was told, ‘These are 
the reserves sent from Japan to take 
the places of the men who will be 
killed and wounded in the next great 
battle.’ 
And there they wrere on the 
field w’hile the battle was going on.” 
T his is a most instructive 
incident, 
thought General Evans. 
Here Oyama 
lost in a great battle a certain number 
of thousands of men. 
The next day 
they were all replaced by an equal 
number of 
trained, instructed 
and 
disciplined men. 
The army was as 
strong numerically as before the fight. 
It had probably gained in efficiency by 
the practical experience of the offi­ 
cers and men who had been under tire 
and still rem ai- -d in ranks

statutes to commit for over thirty 
days. 
The opinio I overruling the Shepard 
case was written by Judge Graves as 
a dissenting minion iii Division No. I. 
Judge Kennish. to whom the case 
was assigned in banc, adopted Judge 
G raves’ dissenting opinion, and this 
became the opinion of the court. 


This new ruling is far-reachmg. It 
holds that the legislature has power 
to fix the measure of punishment in 
contempt cas^s and that the supreme 
court overstepped its authority in fin­ 
ing Shepard ?500 for contempt. 


Judge Marsnall, wno 
wrote 
the 
opinion in the Shepard case, declared 
unconstitutional section 2882 revised 
statutes, 
190H, 
which provides that 
the fine for contempt shall not ex­ 
ceed $50 nor the imprisonment ten 
days in jail. 
If the fine is not paid 
the jierson in contempt shall be dis­ 
charged at the expiration of thirty 
days. 
Marshall held, and his asso­ 
ciates agreed with him, that this stat­ 
ute is unconrtitutional. 
He contend­ 
ed that the power to punish for con­ 
tempt is inherent in the court and 
that the legislature has no power to 
fix the m easure of punishment. 
This 
statute stood in tho way of the in­ 
fliction of a penalty of $500 upon 
Shepard. 
Judge 
Graves, 
in 
his 
decision 
adopted by Judge Kennish and then 
by the court, revives this statute 
which the court annulled and makes 
it the law' again. 
It reads: 
“ Punishm ent for contempt may be 
by fine or imprisonment in t he jail 
of the county where the court may 
he sitting, or both, in the discretion 
of the court. 
Hut the fine in no case 
shall exceed tile sum of $50, nor the 
imprisonment ten days;
